But, us the I'rcsidtiht v>'«JI Buys, they 
have no apology lo make fur the part 
they took in the w.tr and in tho mutter 
uf Irateriiinutioii and rueiMn-tiuotion, 
they oxpoet to be met at least half way 
by those who, in tho late wnr, fuiight 
against tho Uniiiii, but failed tu over- 
throw it, 


In his utterances against sectarian 


schools, tho President struck a key 
note of a question which cannot bo kept

That there is a growing desiro among a 
certain portion portion of our people to 
so manipulate mutters aa that u portion 
of tho money rtiis.d for school purposes 
ahull bo dovotod to tho maintenance of 
schools teaching a certain kind of relig- 
ion, wo think there can bo no doubt, 
and llio movement is one which must bo 
resisted in the very oulset everywhere. 
It is no part of the province) of the 
publics .schools any whoro to tench relig- 
ion, of any kind. 
As the President 


suya, that is llio duty ol llio church and 
uf tho homo. 
Tlio schools are to loach 


science and literature, not religion. 
The giving of religious instruction in 
the schools would be but the entering 
wedge which would ultimalely result in 
ihe establishment of a Sluto church and 
tho uttor subversion of all except tho 
ono denomination, which would secure 
tho control of the State. 
Tho Presi- 


dent does well to call tho public atten- 
tion to this daugcr which meniincea our 
fico institutions.
